In Bible Lands many Bible cus- 


toms persist. Those strange people, 
the Rechabites, whom Jeremiah 
used as an example, to teach a les- 
son to his times, have an almost 
exact counterpart in the Wahabls 
of Arabia. Because the desert is a 
remote and silent place, as it has 
ever been, the world knows little 
of these fanatical fighters for an 
austere faith. Yet they are har- 
rassing three 
governments 
and 


giving serious concern 
to 
more 
than one European capital. Their 
leader, King Ibn Saoud, whom I 
intreviewed within sight of the 
white pillars which set 
off 
the 


sacred territory of Mecca, is one 
of the greatest personalities that 
the East has produced; and a re- 
ligious zealot. 
Religion is the explanation of 


the Wahabis, 
and 
especially of 


their 
militant 
missionaries, 


Akman, even as it was of 


the 
the 


Rechabites of the Old Testament. 
They are the fundamentalists of 
Islam. They touch neither strong 
drink nor tobacco, and they abhor 
all luxuries. For themselves, they 
dwell in the black tents of the 
desert, In a simplicity beynd any- 
thing Sparta ever knew.

worship they call Idolatry. Theirs 
is the doctrine of primitive Mo- 
hammedanism, In all of its stern 
and sword-wielding and fatalistic

An Old Vow's Long Life 


Akin to the Wahabl Arabs were 


the Rechabites, whose famous fore- 
bear, Jonadab, son of Rechab, rode 
with Jehu against the Baalism of 
King Ahab. Their vow was that 
they would never worship idols, 
never drink wine, never live in 
houses, but always in tents, and 
never plant 
Theirs was 
anti-civilization creed. They prized 
freedom more than comfort; for 
nobody may retain his full liberty 
who is Involved in the meshes of 
social or commercial or political 
life. 


This Rechabite vow was some- 
what like that of the Nazarltes, 
with their unshorn locks and ab- 
stemiousness, of whom 
John the 
Baptist was the most conspicuous 
example. 


We of this modern world are 


under the terrible tyranny of con- 
temporaneousness; 
so it is diffi- 


cult to understand a pledge that 
will bind a family or a clan through 
generations and centuries. 
With 


our moderns, the 
fact 
that the 


fathers did a thing is almost in 
itself a good enough reason for not 
doing it! The mood of the moment 
is to break with the traditions and 
practices of the elders, and above 
all else, to be "up to date" 
"Emancipated" speakers sneer at 
"the faith of the fathers"; for to- 
day's slogan is "Be yourself—by 
which Is really meant, "Be 
the others of your crowd." 


like 


And yet, many observers sigh 


wistfully for a measure 
of 
the 


Rechabite spirit in our day. It is a 
great thing to have had a grand- 
father; and to inherit family tradi- 
tions and ideals and 
standards. 


How else may we preserve the con- 
tinuity of culture and of civiliza- 
tion? And our irresponsible, live- 
for-the-moment mood forgets the 
past and disregards the 
future, 


which Is rather a poor state of 
mind for intelligent human beings. 
On the whole, it is good for us to 
have a session with the Rechabites 
the people who da.red to be differ- 
ent and to keep faith with their 
Inheritance. 


A Parable of Piety 
Fear of Nebuchadrezzar drove 


the tent-dwelling Rechabites into 
the city of Jerusalem for refuge; 
even as today the nomads throng 
to the cities In time of famine and 
distress. 
That 
is a 
changeless 


oriental practice. I have seen tens 
of thousands 
of -Chinese famine 


victims camped outside the walls 
of cities in hope of succor. Doubt- 
less while in Jerusalem the Rech- 
abites still dwelt in tents; for even 
to this day one may see the black 
tents of Arabia pitched on vacant 
lots inside the northern wall of 
the city. 


Jeremiah the prophet, like the 


greater Prophet who came after 
him, loved to convey his messages 
by 
means 
of 
parables. 
So he 


gathered the refugee 
Rechahltes 


into the temple area, and set them 
in formal array. 
Then, to 
the 


amazement and amusement of the 
onlooking multitudes, he 
offered 
them wine to drink. Of course his 
proffer of strong drink was re- 
fused, the Rechabites reciting to 
him, as an adequate reason, their 
ancient family vow. Not perciev- 
ing the prophet's purpose, prob- 
ably many of the spectators laugh- 
ed at him for his failure to make 
the Rechabites drink. 


Swiftly turning the incident to 
its Intended spiritual purpose, Jere- 
miah contrasted the fidelity of the 
Rechabites to their 
faith and to 
their fathers with the 
covenant- 


breaking conduct of the men of 
Judah in respect to Jehovah. He 
reminded them of all the measures 
God had taken to help them re- 
main steadfast to their vows; but 
still they had been faithless. Then 
Jeremiah's voice took on a high, 
stern note of judgment, as he pro- 
nounced doom upon Judah for dis- 
loyalty; but declared that the line 
of the sons of Rechab and Jonadab 
should not fall, because they had 
kept the faith. 
Abstainers Amidst Wine-Bidders 
Naturally, this interesting bit of 


Old Testament history is assigned 
as a temperance 
lesson; 
and a 


timely one it Is. For it calls upon 
youth to withstand the clamor of 
the crowd, and the practice of asos- 
ciates, and- to remain loyal to the 
best ideals and teachings of the 
fathers. 
Through long ar,V bitter 


years we have learned O.at strong 
drink brings weakness and woe. 
It hurts body, mind 
and 
spirit. 


Upon society as a whole its effect 


has been so harmful that laws 
have been enacted to cast it out al- 
together, along with other baneful 
practices. The heart of hearts of 
the prohlbitipn question is the clear 
conviction that the welfare of the 
whole body politic takes precedence 
of the appetities and desires of the 
few. 
The rights of society as a 


whole are paramount to the priv- 
ileges of the individual. 


Amidst a wine-bibbing world, the 


Rechabites were total abstainers; 
and strong, free men. Nobody was 
ever hurt by doing without strong 
drink; millions have been wrecked 
by indulging in it. Shall not every 
noble and free citizen therefore be 
big 
and 
brave 
and benevolent 


enough to sacrifice his personal 
taste for the sake of his nation 
as a whole? It is passing strange 
that otherwise discriminating per- 
sons will put a desire for drink 
above their solicitude for law-ob- 
servance, for the 
nation's honor 


and for the well-being of their 
fellow men. We are in serious need 
of an infusion of clean, vigorous 
Rechabite blood into the veins of 
our common life today. 


A Little Look at Life 
For there has been deterioration 


of moral fibre 
and of physical 


stamina in certain groups where 
It is most needed. A few days ago 
I was discussing prohibition with 
a famous magazine editor, and I 
pointed out the peril to society of 
the fact that it is mostly the sons 
and daughters of 
the rich and 


eminent who are drinking bootleg 
liquor. I cited instances known to 
both of us. when my friend re- 
joined, with 
startling 
brutality, 


"Well, they are the ones who can 
best be spared. I have to go out 
into society a bit, and I know that 
bunch. They are no good anyway; 
so they may as well go to the devil 
by the booze route 
as 
by 
any 


other"—implying that 
these chil- 


dren of fortune are flabby-souled 
weaklings, prone to degeneracy. 


I could not agree with my editor 


friend. I still believe that one pe- 
culiarly tragic aspect of the reign 
of moral lawlessness 
among rich 


young men and women who have 
never learned to subordinate a de- 
sire to a duty Is that society is 
thereby being deprived of the serv- 
ices of potential leaders. It Is bad 
enough that it Is the money of the 
prosperous 
which 
finances 
the 


bootlegger, 
the gunman and the 


"racketeers"; but it also is a ter- 
rible truth that these men and 
women who put personal appetites 


; and whims above the clear rights 


Pointers For The Efficient Farmer 


(By U. S. Dept. of Agriculture.) 
Concentrated buttermilk Is an 


excellent poultry feed and is used 
extensively for virtually all classes 
of chickens. It usually is mark- 
eted in barrels or kegs and may 
be fed either in a diluted form by 
adding 4 or 5 parts \vater to 1 
part of buttermilk and given as a 
drink or fed in concentrated form 
in V-shnped troughs. If fed in the 
latter way, 3 pounds are allowed 
to 100 laying hens.

The first witness to testify for 


the State

was J. C. Woodfln, Dallas police- 
man,

Policeman Heard Shot 


He said that he heard a _ shot

Mathews. 
All witnesses declared 


that Adams apparently was calm 
and collected, 


Upon 
cross-examination by ths 


defense, none of the witnesses said 
that they knew anything about the 
beginning of the trouble, what was 
said, or done. 


The rule was envoked and all 


witnesses were excluded from the 
courtroom. 


Transfer Not Contested 


The transcript from Dallas coun- 


ty transferring the case's jurisdic- 
tion to Navarro county was ad- 
mitted without contest. 


The first witness summoned by 


the State Wednesday morning was 
H. C. Vogel, now Houston, but a 
taxi-driver In Dallas at the time 
of the fatal shooting of Mathews,

Vogel testified that there was a 
car stopped directly behind him. 
The first thing he saw was a man 
running after his attention had 
been attracted by a shot. The man 
was running along at the Marvin 
Building corner at a rapid rate, 
almost brushing his cat-. He said 
the man In front did not have 
anything In his hand. A man was 
following the first man about 10 
feet behind and fired a shot. 


At the A. Harris corner, the man 


in front 
fell, 
face 
downward, 


lunging 
forward, 
toward 
Elm 


Street. The second man was about 
in the. middle of the street When 
the first fell, at an angle, and 
that he proceeded toward the body 
of the first, slipping at the side- 
walk, but regaining his balance. 


He said the second mah had a 


pistol and that it was Adams. Mr. 
Vogel testified that Adams step- 
ped on the sidewalk near where 
Mathews feet were.

Adams Appeared Calm 


Vogel said that he did not know 


what the trouble was about, didn't 
see Adams light a cigarette and 
was not excited. He denied that 
Adams was white or trembling, or 
heard anything said by Adams to 
the police or others as to what 
the trouble was about. 


O. L. Melton of Dallas was the 


second witness called. 
He was 


driving the auto stopped behind 
Mr. Vogel's car at the time of the 
shooting, It was brought out, but 
did not know who or what kind 
of car was ahead of him.

A preliminary study of the many

that the word "research" is 
much misused, because it; is 
often applied to that which 
is only search for what is al- 
ready 
known. 
Perhaps 


there is some foundation for 
his complaint, but there are 
many kinds of real research. 


The first kind is that 


BIGGEST BUSINESS. 
When we think of great 


enterprise it is in terms of 
oil, steel, automobiles or per- 
haps the railroads, and we 
call to mind the hundreds of 
millions of dollars that are 
invested in these gigantic 
undertakings. 
When 
we 


dwell on big business, we 
vision great buildings, tall 
chimneys tufted with smoke, 


which aims at a most profit- or huge furnaces that reach 
able and complete enjoy- out with white steel fingers 
rnent of known natural re- 
sources. 
It requires only 


time, painstaking and pro- 
fessional skill. 


On the next level of re- 


search, something more than 
mere patience and skill is 
requisite—something which 
only an ireventive mind can 
supply. It is to .such re- 
search that has done so 
much to banish some of the 
scourges of man, beast and 
plaint, and that is still pros- 
ecuting its unrelenting war- 
fare against cancer, tubercu- 
losis and malaria. 


On a still higher level— 


the highest—-proceeds that 
research whose only aim is 
the discovery of truth with- 
out reference to actual hu- 
man needs. It is born of the 
inquiring- mind. It is to such 
research that the origin and 
nerve of all other kinds of 
research are to be traced. 
And. such pure theoretical 
research must be continued 
at any cost, else all applied 
sciences are doomed to de- 
teriorate. 
Mere empiricism 


would succeed that which is 
the last honor and dignity of 
our species, this disinterest- 
ed, untiring struggle with 
the unknown which envel- 
ops man. 
' 


EspecialHy is this third va- 


riety of research needed in 
the realm of the social and 
moral sciences, where human 
interests and passions are so 
directly involved as to make 
universal agreement almost 
impossible". 
There is need 


to look at social facts as well 
as at physical, at economic 
problems or 
international 


competition as dispassion- 
ately as at molecules. 


America 
with 
its 
• im- 


mense wealth owes it, not 
only to itself but to man- 
kind, to nourish and to en- 
dow research in its highest 
plane 
with the millions 


which are being sought to 
inquire further in the heav- 
ens, more disinterestedly 
abroad in the earth, and 
more deeply into the mys- 
tery of the mind's own de- 
sire. 


DEADLY MOSQUITO. 


.The tiny mosquito 
often 


seems more of a pest than a 
formidable antagonist, but 
in open contest with man 
she (only the female bites) 
has won more victories than 
have been scored by the 
large beasts of the jungle or 
deadly reptiles. This little 
insect has rendered 
fertile 


and desirable lands uninhab- 
itable, impeded the march 
of progress and infected mil- 
lions with the.fatal malaria 
germ. In the tropics every 
engineering project depends 
largely upon the success of 
preliminary mosquito-exter- 
mination campaigns. 


In a number of badly, in- 


fested sections of the Unit- 
ed States the government 
has got down to business 
and 
waged 
campaigns 


against mosquitoes with the 
same vigor as against armed" 
invaders. During the mos- 
quito breeding season—the 
rainy season—a little army, 
which includes sanitary en- 
gineers, laboratory experts, 
inspectors, truck drivers and 
laborers, is busy spraying 
ponds, searching for pools 
.and every sort of receptacle 
in which mosquitoes may 


or a forest of oil derricks, 
with long lines of waiting 
tank cars. 


Yet banking is the na-

come, and the cause and real is- 
sues of the war between the states 
fully understood. 
To give this true history of the 


bloody strife of the sixties, is the

CLASS TEXAS A. & M. 


DELIVERS ADDRESS 


COLLEGE STATION, June 4.— 


(SO—The life span of more than 
half a century of service of the A. 
& M. College of Texas has record- 
ed c great growth in educational 
facilities not only at this institu- 
tion but throughout the state and 
nation as well, Judge William M. 
Sleeper, of Waco, a member of 
the first graduating calss of A. & 
M.. pointed out in baccalaureate 
address at the formal commence- 


ment exercises at the college'here 
Tuesday morning. 


Judge Sle-per graduated from A. 


& M. with the class of 1879, receiv- 
ing B. A. degree. On the occasion 
of the present commencement, the 
close of the fifty-third year of ser- 
vice of A. & M., he recalled the 
formal opening of the college on 
October 4, 1879, when six students 
presented themselves tor enroll- 
ment and the faculty consisted of 
six members. 
His address today 


was delivered before a graduating 
calss of 285 out of a student body 
that showed an enrollment at the 
opening of the present academic 
year of nearly 2900. 


Since the opening of A. & M. 


College, the oldest state supported 
institution 
of higher learning in 


Texas. Judge Sleeper pointed out 
that "there has been a wonderful 
awakening in the sentiment of the 
people in the matter of education, 
a sentiment that has found expres- 
sion in the establishment of almost 
a score of educational institutions 
supported by the state." 
* 


In memory, the speaker carried 


this year's graduates 
and other 


members of the student body back 
to the early days of A. & M. when 
"ambulatory 
bath 
tubs, 
under- 


ground 
cisterns 
a n d 
kerosene 


lamps" were familiar to the stu- 
dents. 


Relating the circumstances that 


brought about the establishment of 
the Land-Grant Colleges, one of 
which is found In A. & M. College 
of Texas, Judge Sleeper touched 
briefly on the Innovation in estab- 
lished educational circles of that 
day represented by such Institu- 
tions.

method of educational training was 
growing steadily, not only here but 
elsewhere. Gradually the Board of 
Directors was filled by members 
who appreciated the fact that an 
evolution was taking place in the 
matter of education and the faculty 
by men trained to tea«h under the 
new method."

home garden arc of such impor- 
tance that no one can afford to 
overlook soil reactions. 


The greater proportion of garden 


soils will be found neutral and well 
adapted to most cultivated plants. 
Such plants as azalea, hollyrSaurel, 
pink lady's-sllpper, wild Illy, trail- 
ing arbutus, mat lolia and rhodo- 
dendron will not grow in neutral 
soil successfully. 
If your garden 


is acid, alfalfa, peach, celery, be- 
gonia, cabbage, cosmos,'cucumber, 
dahlia, glwJiolus, tomato, beau, pea, 
rose, zinnia 
and 
many similar 


plants will not thrive in it. 


The belief that moss indicates 


acid soil Is an error and the appli- 
cation of lime to the surface of 
gardens and lawns is a mistake. 
Moss usually is an indicator of the 
lack of soil fertility or poor drain- 
age and grovn'd and hydrated lime, 
surface applied, soon turns to a 
less soluble form and is of little 
value unless it can be harrowed 
in.

For acid 
soils that nee.d neutralizing, lime Is 
the most convenient to use, the 
greater the acidity shown by the 
test, the more tons per acre must 
be applied.
